TESTIMONY OF AN EYE WITNESS,

Wm. Warren, colored, who lives at No, 4
Goat alley, was the figst witness. He testified
that between 8 an 9 o'clock Monday evening a
week ago he was with “Pete Ugly,” as the de-
ceased was called, and they went into Mr.
Ward's saloon, corner 7th and L streets. The
deceased, he said, called for & gill of gin and
then said to the prisoner: I paid you, didn’t
1" The latter replied: “No; you know you
didn’t pay me."” vall said: “If I didn't I
will.” Burke said: “I know you will.,™ Duvall

then sanid: “Yes, if I ain't paid wyou 1
wil,b and ou won't do nothing fto
me either.” He then looked in his pocket and

taking out five cents, said: “No, I know I ain't
paid you; here's the money mow.” Witness
walked over and was getting & drink of water
when he beard the men slapping on the bar,
Witness thought they were fooling, as they
often did, unnﬁ&he bartender came from behind
the bar with a club and said: “You hit me
across the conuter,” and then he struck Duvall
over the head. The latter said: “Stop, Jim;

can't yon take no phi:i;q?" (Witness knew
the prisoner a8 Jim.) e prisoner did not
vall with the

nwg, but continued to strike
clab,

When guestioned by the coroner witness gaid
that he did not hear Duvall call Burke a *'—
of a —." Witness said that for 5 centa
Duvall, or “Pete Ugly,” was given a gill of gin
and two glasses, nns witness took a drink with
him. Witness said he was sober and he
thought his companion was also sober, After
the trouble the injured boy went outand re-
turned with an officer, but Burke was not ar-

rested.
When questioned by a juror witness said
that Duvall was called *‘Pete Ugly.” but he did

not know why, because they had nicknimes for
all the boys. “They call me Slippery,” he
said; ““but I don’t know why.”

In answer to questions su by Mr.
Smith the witness said that the deceased did
not strike the prisoner after the latter came
from behind the counter; he (witness) had
beeu in such positions before and was nearly
cut to death ana shot, and for that reason he
did not care to tuke part in the dificulty,

OTHER TESTIMONY,

Maria Omahundro. colored, No. 1628 B5th
strect northwest, testified that on the evening
of the zssauit she was on 7th street and heard
some quarreling in the saloon, She went over
and saw u white man tussling with a colored
boy. The white man lmd a beer mallet in his
hand. She Leard the colored man say: “You
have bent me for a nickel.” The white man
said: “You — of a —, I'l kill you; get out of
bere.” Witness saw the colored boy stoop to
pick up his hat, and while in that position she
saw the white man strike him on the head with
the maliet,

Witness erted: “Oh, it's a shame for all youn
men 1o stand there and sce that wan get beat
up in that way.™

SANDY FORD'S STORY.

There was another smaller wound of the scalp
and there was another wound between the
eves.
